FIREMEN OVERCOME 


Fire wiped out the big west side barns of 
the United States Express company, which 
recently. went out of business, at 3:30 
o'clock this morning. : 

It is estimated that more than two hun- 
dred horses were killed and perhaps four 
hundred wagons burned. 

Many firemen were overcome in the battle 
with the blaze, 
The loss to the stables and flat buiidings in 
the vicinity probably reaches $200,000. 


Three Story Structure. 
The butiding is a three story brick and 
wood structure, with a deep basement. It 
fronts on Desplaines street, and runs back 
to an alley.

The fire broke out in the basement. The 
fifty or more families living in the adjoin- 
ing blocks were startled from their beds 
dy the flerce glare of the flames and the ag- 
onized screams of ihe horses.

Doctor Would Settle Whether 


Insanity Caused Failure 
of His Bank. 


MENTAL WRECK AT CLOSE 


Dr. William T. Kirby, former head of the 
defunct Kirby Savings bank, died yesterday 
in Wesley hospital. He made adying request 
that an autopsy be held for the purpose of 
making a scientific examination of his brain. 
The request was made to Attorney Patrick 
H. O'Donnell, who represented Dr. Kirby and 
Mrs. Margaret L. Kirby, his wife; in the 
criminal aspect of the legal battle waged in 


federal courts in connection with the al- 


feged fraudulent bankruptcy‘ of the Kirby 
private bank. The reason for Kirby's re- 
quest for an autopsy was that it might be 
determined whether, as was contended in

Makes Wiretapping Confession. 
Judge Landis conferred with Judge Owens, | 
following which the County judge set aside 
the ineanity adjudication. This give:the 
federai judge absolute jurisdiction. A series 
of hearings was held in which Dr. Kirby and 
Mrs. Kirby were the principal witnesses. 
It was during this period that Dr. Kirby 
came forth with a * confession that he had 
been swindled out of $20,000 by ‘‘ wiretap- 
pers. se 

The judge characterized this story as a 
“‘frameup and a mess of perjury.’’ He held 
that the banker-physician and his wife had 
the money and he gave them a limited time 
in which fo produce it in court. When they 
faited to do so he sentenced them to an in- 
determinate term in jail for contempt of 
court. Pending an appeal both were released 
on bonds. 

After Judge Landis had given his decision 
holding the Kirbys in contempt he ordered 
an investigation into the conduct of the four 
lawyers for the defense on the ground that 
there had been “ perjury and senernetion * 

perjury in the case. 

Four Lawyers Are Cleared. 

The four lawyers involved, Hosenthal, 
Houlihan, .O’Donnell, and Lantry, went to 
trial before Federal Judge Sanborn, who ac- 
quitted them of all charges. The lawyers 
previously had requested the Chicago Har 
association to take steps to investigate their 
case. . J 
Shortly after this the lawyers filed & peti- 
tion before Judge Landis asking him to set 
aside his ruling in the contempt case against 
the Kirbys om the ground of newly discovered 
evidence.

BARRETTS FREED 
BY JURY VERDICT 


Brothers and Arthur Fried- 
man Found Not Guilty 


of Killing Conductor, 


TWO BALLOTS TAKEN 


A verdict of “not gullty was returned 
by the jury, which heard the trial of Edward 
and Charles Barrett and Arthur Friedman 
in Judge McKinley's court last night. Two 
ballots were taken. The Barrett brothers 
and Friedman were charged with the mur- 
der of Conductor Frank Witt at Fifth ave- 
nue and Washington street during the news- 
paper strike in 1912 

The trial lasted more than a week. About 
twenty witnesses were called by the state. 
The Barrett brothers and Friedman were 
the only witnesses introduced by the de- 
tense. Assistant State's Attorney O’Brien 
attempted to show Witt was killed by the 
defendants without provocation. He as- 
serted they shot Witt while the car man was 
standing in the street with his hands above 
his head. 


Mob Attack Shown. 

Attorney John J. Healy, counsel for the 
defense, ridiculed the statements of the aa- 
sistant state’s attorney and showed the Bar- 
‘rett brothers had been attacked by a mob. 
He said the mob was aided and incited by 
the conductor, who had the car pull up and 
atop in front of the office of the Chicago 
World, a Socialist newspaper. 

He maintained the World office was the 
headquarters for rioting strikers and that it 
was the intention of Conductor Witt to put 
the men off the car at that place, so they 
would receive a beating by the mob. 

It was shown the three defendants had been 
employed to circulate the Hearst papers. 
against which a strike had been called. The 
attorney recited numerous instances Where 
the defendants had been attacked and beaten 
by 4 mob of strikers. He proved they had 
been given permits to carry revolvers. 


Story of the Shooting. 
The evider.ce indicated that on the night ot 
Conductor Witt’s deeti. "re three men were 
riding on a car on Fifth avenue. Conductor 
Witt, who knew they were working for the 
Hearst papers, abused them and threatened 
to put them off the car. When the car reached 
Washington street he caused it to stop and 
told the Barrett brothers to “ get off and get 
their trimming.” 

A crowd of strikers swarmed out of the 
office of the World and surrounded the car. 
Revolvers were fired and missiles were 
thrown. Some one pulled the trolley from 
the wire and one of the Barretts fired his re- 
volver when attacked from behind. It was 
„ intimated Conductor Witt made the attack 
on Barrett from behind. 3
